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A new university, the University of Windsor, which 
wilf include the present Assumption University of Windsor 
and its non-denominational constituent, Essex College, 
will be incorporated and chartered on July 1, 1963, 

The University of Windsor will be under a non- 
denominational Board of Governors of twenty-eight 
members composed of representatives of the Windsor 
area. Six have been appointed by the Board of Gov¬ 
ernors of Assumption University of Windsor, fourteen 
have been selected from the present Board of Essex 
College and the Board of Regents, two have been 
appointed by the Alumni Association and four have 
been appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, 

The new university will likewise see a new Dean 
of Women when fall studies commence. The appointment 
of Miss Evelyn Grey McLean, a nineteen fifty-eight 
graduate of Assumption, to the position of Dean of 
Women will mean many beneficial changes on the 
campus for women students.

Catholic University anywhere. 

John J. Stuart, chairman of the Board of Governors 
of University of Windsor had this to say of Father LeBel s 
appointment: ' Father LeBel has been recognized and 
esteemed for his leadership in higher education in this 
community for more than a decade and the Board of 
Governors is grateful that he has agreed to serve as our 
first president.' 1

Appointment of Dr, Frank A. DeMarco, principal of 
Essex College and dean of the faculty of applied science 
at Assumption University, as vice-president of the new 
University of Windsor, was announced today by John J, 
Stuart, chairman of the board of governors, 

Dr. DeMarco assumes his new post immediately, Mr. 
Stuart said, although the new university officially begins 
operations July 1, when Assumption University and 
Essex College merge with the new institution. Rev. E. C. 
LeBel, C5.B., was appointed president of the University 
of Windsor Feb, 5. 

In his new post, Dr. DeMarco will be responsible direct¬ 
ly to the president for the administration of all the uni¬ 
versity’s affairs. 

Born in Podargoni, Italy, in 1921, Dr t DeMarco came 
to Canada at an early age and received his primary 
and secondary education in North Bay, Ont. He entered 
the University of Toronto in 1938 as the student with 
the highest marks from the separate school district of 
Nipissing and the recipient of the Robert Simpson 
Scholarship. 

In 1942 he received the degree of Bachelor of Applied 
Science degree which was conferred in 1943, The School 


of Engineering awarded him a fellowship for research 
leading to the Doctor of Philosophy degree which the 
University of Toronto conferred in 1950. 

From 1943 to 1946 Dr, DeMarco served as an instruc¬ 
tor on the faculty of the University of Toronto. In 1946 he 
joined the staff of the chemistry department of Assump¬ 
tion. He has served as assistant professor, professor and 
head of that department. From 1949 to 1955 he was also 
director of athletics at Assumption. 

With the establishment of Essex College in 1956, Dr. 
DeMarco became chairman of the college's staff com¬ 
mittee. The next year he was also named acting head 
of the engineering department. He was appointed princi¬
